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MILITARY GERMANY TO CEASE TO EXIST 



DISARMAMENT TERMS FOR THE 
TREATY ADOPTED BY THE 

SUPREME COUNCIL. 

FOR TWELVE YEARS 

ARMS AND MUNITIONS GERMANY 
MAY POSSESS ALSO ARE 
LIMITED. 

(By Canadian Press.) 

Paris, Monday, March 10.—Mili¬ 
tary Germany w:il go out of existence 
as a result of the adoption by the 
Supreme Countil tonight of the mili¬ 
tary terms of German disarmament 
as they will go into the Peace Treaty. 
These terms provide for a sweeping 
reduction of the German military 
tablishment down to 100,000 m 
with 4,000 officers, the army to be 
recruited by the’Voluntary system, 
for a period of twelve years. 

An Army for 12 Years. 

The .effect of .this is to limit Ger¬ 
many’s military strength for the ] 
twelve years to 100,000 men, which 
is less than the number of men Swit¬ 
zerland has in her army Other i'vo- 
visions in the military terms lin.it. 
the arms and munitions Germany 
may possess to a quantity sufficient 
for 100,000 men, and all the re¬ 
mainder must be delivered over or 
destroyed. 

Destroy Rhine Forts. 

The German forts along the Rhine 
also must be destroyed. The Imper¬ 
ial General Staff is abolished, as a 
result of reducing the'force.

Aimed civilians 
stopped Red Cross ambulance 
today and killed and wounded 
all the people in it. Another 
hand of Spartacans clubbed two 
soldiers to death with the butts 
of their guns and killed house¬ 
holders who attempted to inter- 
ifere. The Independent Social¬ 
ist newspapers, Die Freheit and 
Die Republik, have' been for¬ 
bidden to appear.

RECEIVED INDETERMINATE SEN¬

A Lesson to the Empire. 

Sir Rider Haggard, in a letter to 
the Times, said these riots with their 
tragic results, were a lesson for the 
whole empire, including the British 
T ’ s.

However great may be the needs 
of the dominions for population, to 
admit Russian Bolshevists, such as 
the man who seems to have begun 
the trouble at Kinmel Camp, or oth¬ 
er foreign stirrers-up of strife, that 
they may mature their plots under 
the shadow of our flag, is suicidal 
madness. This glorious heritage of 
our race should be kept for our own 
children, not for those of revolution¬ 
ary Russia, and certain other alien 
nations. To such our doors should 
be shut once and for all.”

A SPEEDY PEACE 


SEES DANGER IN GERMANY OP 
BOLSHEVISM SPREADING— 
SITUATION THERE SERIOUS. 

(By Canadian Press.) 

Paris, March 11.—It has become 
known that Pope Benedict has ad¬ 
dressed an appeal to the Powers em¬ 
phasizing the urgency of a speedy 
conclusion of peace with Germany. 
It is understood that the Pontiff 
states that the situation in Germany, 
socially and economically, is very 
grave, and that he fears the spread 
of Bolshevism might result in the 
establishment of a Bolshevik state, 
which miglit become allied with Bol¬ 
shevik Russia. The Pope is reported 
to have said that he feels that the 
only way to avoid such an eventuality 
is a speedy peace—a peace, he says, 
which will not humiliate the German 
people.

Must Be One Road 
Policy For All Galt 

A petition is being circulated by West Mam street property owners 
against the 100 per cent, special assessment on the proposed pavement on 
their street. The petitioners request a division of cost between the muni¬ 
cipality and themselves—60 per cent, to be borne by themselves and 40 
per cent, by the city in the issuing of debentures for the same. The ground 
of complaint as set forth is that not only will they be compelled under the 
By-law to pay the entire cost of the roadway, excluding intersections, but 
that through the general tax they will be asked to pay for other road im¬ 
provements—openings, of streets, costly repairs, etc.—and such a condition 
of responsibility they regard as unfair. 

Now this protest will open up the question at the next Council meeting 
and from that moment until a defined, a definite and entirely legal policy 
is adopted the municipality will strike snags in road improvement. 

For instance, the 100 per cent, charge against abutting properties 
is embraced in a law that covers street extensions and the acquisition of 
properties required for the, purpose, as well as for the widening of streets. 
The City Council can make no bargain for the widening of a street at a cost 
the general taxpayer. 

And now for a concrete case: It is proposed to straighten out Water 
street south below the Post Office, slicing a wedge-like piece off the old 
Imperial Hotel property, now owned by Mr. J. A. McDonald. This enter¬ 
prise can only be carried out by expropriation proceedings or by mutual 
agreement. But not a cent of the cost of the undertaking can he charged 
against the general taxpayer. A Court of Revision or other body must as¬ 
sess the costs against the property owners benefitted by the improvement. 
Possibly this expense would be shared under the Local Improvement Act 
by the Bank of Commerce, Imperial Bank, John Sloan, J. C. Dietrich, the 
Government, the Imperial Hotel Company, the Galt Knitting Company and 
Mr. Mc.DOnald. The chances are that the Court of Revision would regard 
Mr. McDonald as the chief beneficiary and assess him accordingly. 

Further, as the Act stands, and as it has been applied in the case of 
Main, Dickson and Ainslie Streets, no street can be opened and no street 
presented to the city, and requiring much work in either excavation to re¬ 
duce grades or filling in to conform to natural levels at the general tax¬ 
payer’s expen S' . Ak The Reporter reads the Act, the law is very rigid on 
this point. J

An in¬ 
teresting statement follows: “One 
small section, not content with clos¬ 
ing cfertain channels of enemy pro¬ 
paganda, has kept others open for 
the express purpose of distributing 
British propaganda in enemy covers, 
which postage had been paid by 
the enemy. Military material suit¬ 
able for our own propaganda has 
been collected, prepared and distri¬ 
buted by balloons on the British 
fronts.”

Winnipeg, Man., March 7.-- Mr- 
K. Duperow, General Passenger Agent 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, 
on his return here from the Pacific 
Coast reports good development in 
I lie industrial and agricultural ter¬ 
ritory served by that railway and i(s 
steamship lines. On the North Pacific 
Coast Mr. Duperow states that there 
is unprecede. ,erl activity, many new 
industries have o sen established, par¬ 
ticularly sawmills. At the big 
Granby copper property at Anyox, 
one hundred miles north of Prince 
•Rupert, arrangements are being made 
to iucrease the output to three thou¬ 
sand four hundred tons of copper per 
day. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific Steamship 
“Prince John” has just toft Stewart, 
B.C., on the Portland Canal, with the 
first cargo ot high grade gold and 
silver ore fro mthe Bush Mine, the 
cargo consisting cf about twelve hun¬ 
dred tons, valued at $250 per ton. 
Great shipments of canned salmon, 
halibut, whale meat and other fish 
products are being handled at Prince 
Rupert.. It is estimated that the halt 
but industry at Prince Rupert will 
eventually support a population of 
fifteen hundred people. 

Regarding the question of immi¬ 
gration into the fanning areas of 
Central British Columbia, prospects 
were never brighter, Mr- Duperow 
said. In fact, last year more people 
than ever before took up lahd in this 
territory, most of them coming from 
the United States, me areas in the 
Bulkley and Nechako valleys in par¬ 
ticular, which are especially suited to 
mixed farming, are rapidly filling up.

The minimum of 4-5 cents per' hour 
* for civic laborers in Brantford is 
likely to be revised in such manner 
as to substitute a graded scale for the 
flat minimum. It is felt by some of 
the Brantford aldermen that as the 
highest rate in Hamilton was three 
cents lower than the lowest rate 
Brantford that this was too much of 
a jump.
